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Iraqi Hangings 

T here can be little doubt that the Iraqi 
government’s incredible act of publicly hanging 
f 4 men—nine of them Jews—on charges of spying for 
Israel has escalated the Middle East crisis to a point 
where any hopes of a peaceful settlement being 
reached might just as well be forgotten. 

Apart from the posibiiity of triggering a htJy 
war which could easily spread far beyond the hhddle 
Blast, the mass executions could easily result m 
causing a major divisive reaction between the East 
and the West 

Outside of the Arab and Communist world, for 
instance, the Iraqi action has been met by revulsion 
and statements of condemnation. Eh/en UN Secretary 
General U Thant whose relations with the Arab states 
have generally been closer than with Israel, has seen 
fit to issue an official—and remarkably sharp— 
expression of regret over the incident. 

U TTiant’s unusual decision to comment on the 
\ssae was undoubtedly brought about the Iraqi 
government’s out-of-hand rejection of his earlier 
appeal for clemency for the accused and his con¬ 
cern for the 3,000-stnMig Jwvish community in Iraq, 
many of whom have been under house arrest since the 
Middle E^t hostilities began. 

The plight of Jews in Arab countries has long 
concem«l the Braell govement which has fre¬ 
quently brought the matter before the United Nations 
as a counter to Egyptian and Jordanian claims of 
mistreatment of Arabs in Israel—but with little 
success. 

Unquestionably it was these unfortunates to 
whom Israeli Premier Levi Eshkol was referring when 
he demanded that "the entire world . . . avert further 
acts of murder of the Jewish remnant" and desented 
Iraq as "cme great prison—a gallows for its Jewish 
citizens." 

There is good reason to believe that the world 
may now be forced to listen to Israel’s complaints. 
There is equally good reascwi to believe that the Iraqi 
actiwi will polarize Western support few Israd in the 
unhappy Middle EJast deadlock. 

D^pite this possibility the Israeli government 
would be well advised to demonstrate Its maturity as a 
responsible nation at this time by doing nothing to 
worsen an already intolerably dangerous situation. 

Nothing to Criticize? 

S AANICH POLICE have been cleared by their com¬ 
missioners of any biairw in their treatment of 
three juveniles taken in for investigation. But even 
though the allegations presented by the B.C. Civil 
liberties Association i»ve been shown to be exag¬ 
gerated. it seems doubtful that the facts will sit as 
comfortably with the public as the commission wouM 
like. 

The three chief causes of the complaint by the 
civil liberties group were that the boys were held and 
questioned for five early-morning hours and that 
requests for legal representation ignored; that 
articles from their car were seized and their request 
for a receipt ignored; that their boots were confiscated 
and that they were turned out shoeless cm a snowy, 
below-freezing morning to make their way home, and 
were denied police he^ in starting their car. 

The commission has found that the boys were in 
the police station for only two hours and did not object 
to being questioned, nor ask to leave; that they did net 
ask to get in touch with a lawyer; that attempts were 
made unsuccessfully to have parents bring ^oes for 
the bo^; that one of the juveniles said, "I guess we 
don’t get a receipt for our stuff’ but none requested a 
receipt and that they left of thrir own accord when 
adrii^ they were frn to go, vnthout asking help. 

In the opinion of the commission therefore there 
**was nothing to criticize in the behavior of the police 
... nor couM sud) behavior warrant any feeling of 
resentment or injustice on the part of the juveniles." 

On two counts at least this conclusion hardly 
matches public ejqiectations. It shcmld certainly be a 
standard proredure that the police issue receipts 
whenever they seize belongir^s. E\jrther, though the 
police needra the boys’ boots for comparison with 
prints, they sluMild surely have seen to It that the boys 
got home with the least possible distress. 

l^th the Qvil Liberties Assodatlon and the 
Saanich police would ai^ar to have something to 
l^m from the episode. 

Beware a Betrayal 

COMPARED with Its mighty Conmunlst neighbor, 
^ the ROTUblic of China on Formosa and the myriad 
islands within its sphere are little more than dots on 
the map. The population of perhaps 15,000,000 is 
dwarfed by the most populous nation in the world. 

But this small, new nation has the same rights of 
sdf-determination and political recognition as Chair¬ 
man Mao Tse-tung’s ^mmunlst mainland, for ell 
tt^r difference in size and importance. 

This is a fact wbidb must be kq>t in mind by tha 
government of Canada when, in the near future, it is 
expected to give official recognition to Commu^ 
China. 

There Is no doubt that will be resoitznent 
and disappointment on the part of the Naticmalist 
government of Marshal Chiang Kal-ihek at tills 
decision. But he and his ministers are realists and will 
classify the move for what it Is: a courteous 
diplomatic undertaking with an imporUnt trading 
partner. 

It makes no sense to shut one's eyes to the fact of 
the existence of the pc^tical entity whirii is Oxfununst 
China. 

But recognition In no way implies support for 
Peking's long-range determination to seize the 
Nationalist Chinese territory of Formosa (Taiwan) 
and impose the Communist will there, nor does it 
signify any lack of concern or censure for Chairman 
Mao’t plan for world revolution and his theory that 
power comes only out of the barrel of a gun. These 
aims Canada must resist with vigor and with courage. 
On that basis a diplomatic exchange can be accepted 
by most CknBdians. 

However, if Peking makes a condition for such an 
understantfing the end of recognition for the 
Nationalist government on Formosa, Canada must 
refuse It Anything else would be betrayal. 

It remains to be seen, of course, whether Marshal 
Chiang would fed himself bound to break off 
diplomatic relations with any country which at this 
st^ extends diplomatic courtesies to Pricing. 

It Is to be hoped that the Nationalist government 
Will show understanding for the Canadian decision, for 
it would be dlstresring for tMs country to see damped 
tha dose and friendly relaticxis now enjeq^ with tha 
pro gresri ve and idenmeratio administration on Tehran 
and with tiw pro^erous and happy people tiiero.

Triple Threat to Throne 


Tense Mideast Watches Jordan Struggle 


F >UR rival groups ere strug- 
gbng for power in the 35,- 
OOO-square-mile Royal Hashe¬ 
mite Kingdom of Jordan. 

The first is King Hussein and 
his Bedouin Arab Legion. The 
Jordanian army, at the. mo¬ 
ment, is the strongest single 
force in the country. 

TTiough it lost almost halt of 
its armor and all of Its air force 
during its disastrous war with 
Israel in 1967, these are gra¬ 
dually being replaced with new 
equipment from the United 
States and Britain. The United 
States has undertaken to supply 
several squadrons of F-104 
Starfighters. 

Hussein Is receiving heavy 
Bnancial support from Kuwait 
and Saudi Arabia which fear 
that the spread of Egyptian 
influence will undermine tiieir 
regimes. 

But strong as his army is. 
Hussein dares not use it against 
the other three groups, for the 
army would undoubtedly revolt. 

★ ★ ★ 

Heading what Hussein regards 
as a serious triple threat to his 
throne is the Iraqi task force 
made up of an overstrength 
division which has taken up 
positions in the Irbid-Mafrak 
area in the northwest part of 
the country. 

The Iraqi entry Into the 
country is a classic example of 
the camel getting 1^ nose inside 
the tent, and slowlv inching its 
way Inside until It forces the 
occupant out. 

'Die Iraqi forces were ad¬ 
mitted into Jordan by Hussein 
before the Israel-Arab war of 
1967 at the strong In-sistence of 
Iraq. They played no notable 
role In the war, but remained 
diere after the war was lost. 

Armed with Rtstsian l^^onm 
long-range guns, they haN% 
repeatedly shelled Israeli border 
settlements without first inform¬ 
ing Hussein and without getting 
his permission. 

The last shelling two months 
ago precipitated a violent Is¬ 
raeli air strike which badly 
mauled the Iraqis and which 
alto helped undermine Hussein’s 
position. 

Hussein would like to get rid 
of the Iraqis, but doesn’t dare 
move against them. 

* * ★ 

The second element working 
to bring down the Hashemite 
monarchy is the terrorist gangs 
made up of Palestinians, trained 
by Egyptians. Syrians and 
Iraqis, and financed. In tiie 
main, by Kuwait and Saudi 
Arabia. 

Althou^ they number only a 
few thousand men, and are no 
match for eltiier the Iraqis or 
ttte Jordanian army, they enjoy 
wide popular support, partieu- 
laily from the Palestinian por¬ 
tion of the population which 
constitutes almost half of the 
Jordanian people. 

Because of their popularity, 
and the fact tiiat th^ are the 
focal point of resistance to the 
Israeli. Hussein is unable to 
control them, and has, therefore, 
had to reach some kind of 
agreement with them. 

This agreement, made last 
November, giv^s the terrorists 
practical autonomy over certain 
border areas, and control over 
their camps and lines of supply 
■ -However, Hussein hat made It 
clear to the terrorists that hr 
will not permit their operations 
In certain vital areas. 

One of these is tha Aqaba 
region, where Jordan hat Its 
only port. 

Hussein realizes that a terror¬ 
ist attack upon Elath, Israel’s 
southern port, from neighboring 
Aqaba, would tmdnubted^ bring 
81 ^ Israeti reprisal upon Ms 
own port, poulbly closing it. 

In such an event, Jordan 
would have to use tiw only 
overland route It has to the see. 
and this would lead through 
Syria, placing Jordan at the 
mercy of that country.

The four contending elements 

— the king, the Iraqis, the 

terroriste and the pro-Nasserites 

— are kept in a sort of tenuous 

balance in which each does not 
permit the other to get the 

upper hand. Whenever one 

shows signs of getting too 

strong, the others act to redress 
the balance. 

However, the present situation 
cannot go on indefinitely. One of 
the four c<mtenders wilt have to 
go. 

Many Middle East observers 
believe that it will be tbe king. 

They believe that the cycle of 
terrorist action against Israel 
and Israeli reprisal will reduce 
Jordan to a state of anarchy, 
and She king will be forced out, 
either by assassination or en¬ 
forced exile. 

Jordan will then be given over 
to civil war.

If the Syrians and Iraqis 
move into Jordan, chances are

S OVIETT plans to step up eco¬ 
nomic reforms in toe 1971- 
75 period are too tittle and too 
lite, Yugoslav observers here 
believe. 

There is a considerable body 
of informed opinion here, among 
economists and political leaders, 
that the Soviet Union is con¬ 
fronted with a deep crisis in its 
economic structure which is 
generating serious .political tur¬ 
moil within the Communist 
Party, and widespread unrest 
throughout Soviet society. 

In order to overcome this 
crisis, the argume.nt goes, 
Soviet leaders will be obliged to 
reform the economic system 
and introduce a new, more 
liberal model. 

How much this analysis has* 
been motivated by (he anti- 
Yugoslav campaign waged by 
the "Warsaw five," which have 
vehemently attacked the Yuim- 
slav economic reforms, is diffi¬ 
cult to say. In the past. 
Yugoslav answers to these 
broadsides hax’e been defensiw, 
aimed at stressing the effi¬ 
ciency and justifying the com¬ 
patibility of the new economic 
mpdei with the principles of 
Marxian socialism. 

Now. however, it appears that 
the Yugoslavs have taken to the 
offensive, which they are basing 
on a thorough and critical 
analysis of the weaknesses of 
toe Soviet economic system. 

Even Stalin, during his last 
years, realized that .something 
was wrtmg with the Soviet 
economic system and that some 
drastic changes would have to 
be made, it is pointed out. 

After Stalin’s death, the crisis 
within the Soviet economy be¬ 
came even more evident. 

* A * 

The economic growth rate 
dropped from 10 per cent in 
1958 to 3 per cent in 1963. And 
with stagnation in development 
of toe economy, serious struc¬ 
tural deformations were im- 
covered. 

Heavy industry, the darling of 
Soviet planners, had grown five 
times faster than light industry 
and 30 times faster than 
agriculture. Top priority was 
given through the 1930s and 
1940s to the production of war 
materia] and means of produc¬ 
tion, resulting in a highly 
unbalanced industrial structure. 

As a result of this policy, 
Yugoslav economists point out 
the Soviet people still have an 
e?ctremely low living standard. 
In spite of rich natural 
sources and a strong industrial 
base, prices of toe most import¬ 
ant consumer products are 10 
times higher than In Yi^o- 
slavia, while average wages are 
about the same. 

Only people earning over 300 
rubles a month can enjoy a 
relatively good standard of 
living, while a salary fo 400

The general, a 
hero enshrined in the national 
pantheon beyond fear or favor, 
brought an end to the Korean 
War. His second most important 
act was to name Earl Warren 
as chief justice of the United 
States, although there Is reason 
to believe he had no realization 
of what a far-reaching influence 
Warren would exert on toe high 
court. Otherwise, for the most 
part—John Foster Dulles’ ex¬ 
travagant adventiirea in putting 
paper pacts together, his ex- 
travsgant rhetoric, to one side 
—events determined the shapi* 
of those years. 

The illusion of a calm return 
to the happier ways of the past 
is precisely the luxury Nuohi 
cannot affind. Both aS home and 
abroad ha la presented with a 
seriet of challmges that will not 


be ignored. In the light of these 
insistent demands delay is in 
^ itself a form of decision, and 
[ perhaps a fateful form. 

At his elbow as he decried the 
inflated rhetoric of the past was 
his predecessor. Lyndon Johnson 
has been accused of every 
variety of inflation—inflation of 
America's commitments around 
the world, monetaiY Inflation, 
inflation of the Vietnam war 
inflation of the office of toe 
presidency itself.

This new urban population,

These were the main stimu¬ 
lants of a more liberal economic 
system, with less bureaucracy, 
and a little more freedom for 
toe Individual. And the first 
results ol the leiatively liberal 
reforms, Yugoslav economists 
admit, were most encouraging. 
Generally, they note, the results 
were even better than planned. 

But these favorable results 
alarmed the bureaucrats and 
more conservative elements In 
the government and Communist 
Party of toe Soviet Union. They 
feared, not without reason, tiiat 
if the economic reforms were to 
proceed to their logical conclu¬ 
sion, decentralization and ]il> 
eralization measures would in¬ 
evitably affect other sectors of 
public life, threatening the basic 
power structure of the system. 

Primarily to protect their own 
positions of power, wMch arc 
very much dependoit upon the 
system, knowledgeable Yugt^ 
Slavs believe, the brakes were 
put on and elements of Bona¬ 
partism, or Stalinism, crept 
back, resulting In a mounting 
conflict between liberal and 
conservative elementa within 
the Communist Party. 

* ★ ★ 

But still another, sectimial, 
conflict of Interests is Increas¬ 
ing in intensity between the 
Russian and Ukrainian Soviet 
Republics. According to a re¬ 
cent Radio Zagreb broadcast* 
the Russians are the driving 
force behind the development of 
Siberia and other regions bor¬ 
dering Communist China. 

The Muscovites are seeking to 
develop a self-sutCicient Siberian 
industeial power, capable of 
resisting any possible Oiinesa 
{M^surea, as fast as possible. 

The Ukrainians, on toe other 
hand, are more interested in 
developing the otHisumer gO(3ds 
indust^, reflecting toe Ukraine 
position as toe most developed 
republic in the Soviet Union. 
Here again there is a growing 
resistance to defe r red benefits 
from the fruits of labor on this 
earth. 

These deep-rooted forces 
taken together have urged 
Soviet party and government 
bureaucrats to undertake their 
latest neo-Stalinist adventure, 
whjeh is believed here to be a 
last-ditch effort to fend off the 
inevitable thrust for liberaliza¬ 
tion and democratization of the 
Soviet system.

Short of the pre^dent and the secretary of 
state and defence procurement personnel in the 
Pentagon, few men in Washington are as important 
to Canada and to Canadian interests as the secre¬ 
tary of the interiM'. 

There is constant consultation between Ottawa and the 
Interior department on oil quotas, natural resources, Indian 
affairs and so on. If the problem Is Industrial—ttie automobile 
produedon industry, for example^the dealings are with the 
secretary of commerce.

Kay — then who could ask for better? 

Anyway on Antdgua where Edwards to now Air Canada’s 
manager, I shall be up against a rival vriio shndd be ahedlutety 
tuned up, and. if he reads this. 1 shall let him know that I 
expect a few strokes in comp e nsation for my frozen out tapes. 

If I meet Jay Wilson, and Jim Squire another Vtotorfan 
new in Grenada, strokes win be an essential for these two are 
in “anc^ier class.” 

My experiences of Caribbean galf are pleasant, but they 
are also demaniting. On most of the courses the trade wimto 
blow afl day, and wtnie tiiat tempers the heat of tiie sun, it also 
plays havoc with the cut or pull^ shot. 

Indeed, in tiie Caribbean most players prefer the smaller 
British baH for tiie reason that It braves tetter in the wind, 
but it does not putt so well as the Ugger Ameifoan baR on tiie 
grainy Bermuda grass greens. So appament to tins that (Hi some 
courses the m^nbers, quite iilegafiy of course, play with the 
British b^l until they reach the green and then they substitute 
it to putt^with an American ball.

listance level.” 

“In the council's view, 
granted dynamic employment 
policies fw Job creation ani 
majqxtwer upgrading, the first 
line of defence against lack of 
IncMne or taisuffictent income 
should b* some type of 


guaranteed annual Income, as 
of right, for all Canadians.” 

Recommendations: 

• Benefit le>«la be In¬ 
creased aubttantially in the 
federal family and youth 
allowances programs and that 
youth allowances be eiqtanded 
to indude stiident allowances. 

• A non-coQtributory pro 
gram be developed providing 
for the payment of flatrate 
benefits to all permanently 
disabled persons and depon¬ 
ent survivors. 

• Payments to old-age 
security ben^daries be In¬ 
creased sufficiently to protect 


them fully against erosion of 
purchasing power and that 
payments be related to 
changes In general living 
standards for the country as a 
whole.

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Ot rt d tiOT smen are beccvning’ increasingly concerned atxut 
the plight of deer and other game animals caught in the grip of 
winter and slan4y starving to deadi. Scene of the sposisinen are 
dcdi% soenetMng about it. 

In the faH, hunters draw upon ail theSr woodaiore and 
ingenuity to score a clean kill, upon a big buck deer. But it is a 
different thing to see those same deer slowly starving to death 
in e^t feet oC snow. Ihe hunters fed an f^nity towi^s the 
deer and In their dire trouble they seek to l^lp. 

In severaS spots on Vanotsuver Island, sportstmen are drfng 
bB they can to feed the deer. They just can't stand to sit idly 
by the heed the warnings of the fish and wildlife branch that 
they be ddng more harm'dian good. 

And there are many Kke them. Tbe de» are In troupe and 
ou tduuna nen want to help. 

There has been a feeding program underway In 1i» Albern! 
Valey. 

Jade Roach drew attention to the pCtght df the deer in the 
Cowichen Valley. Hia tragic tale of death and atarvatkm 
reached the hearts of well-known \fict<»ta hunters Gary Mo.s9 
and Jack Wood wdio spent last weekend dropping off food every 
half mcle ailong the Gordon River Road and rescuing deer 
wherever they ctxdd. 

They scrounged 25 cases of lettuce, apples and potatoes from 
local merchants. They borrowed a fcurwheel-ddva Inter- 
natiofuA Harvester trade, end they beat a path through die 
logging roads as far into Che Giwdchan V^ley deer ranges as 
they could. 

By the time they headed back home they saw deer feedit^ 
on the p^es they had leCft ail<xig the road a short time before. 

‘Tt was a terrible Sight.’* said Moss. ‘There are plenty of 
dead deer. We pUBed some out of snowbajiks. We even brauglrt 
a button bude back with us and left it at a Cobble BSI farm 
where (M1 Mimday it was comfng aloi^ fine and sharing 
accemunodatiofB mth a goat."

But game biologists frown on the feeding of the starving 
deer. 

"Winter feeding usually represents an unnecessary 
disturbance of nosmal eccfogical balance. This Is parficifarly 
true in the case of Che feeding of w^ de^/' a game branch 
apdtesman said. 

They use the current winter deer dleH)ff as substantiatioo 
of the benefits of the controverdaB ahtlertas hunting program. 

‘'WhSe the ccAd weather Is expected to result In reduced 
numbers of deer next year, the fact that such mortality occurs 
Indicates that, due to the heavy snow, deer pcpiilBlitxa were 
significantly above the carrying capacity dl the range. The 
surplus of animals, and thus the deaths, would have been 
greater if liberal rithcr-sex hunting regulations had not been in 
force during 1968," taologists say. 

Ihe game branch spokesman recommends that people who 
feri compelled to feed deer should read an artlde — Winter 
Feeding: A Way To KiU WikSHe, by game biologist Ian Smith 

— which appears in the current Issue of B.C. Oubkeers. 

The article explains the feeding of hay to gakne anltnais 
often results in their death, and the feeding of natoral foods, 
such as cedar limbs, can up^ natural ecological patterns. 

"If they stHl feel they most as^t local pockets off deer, the 
use of natural foods Is recemmended rather than hay or 
alfalfa," the spokesman says. 

Biolugiist Smith acknonle^es a winter of deep sim and 
prolor^ed cold "undoubtedly results in thousands of deer, 
moose, sheep end other wiklUfe atarv-ing to death m B.C. 
woods. Ibese deaths can reach massive proportbns, pwb a pa 
over 90 per cent <rf the herd," he says. 

"Brutal, isn’t it. But nobody enw daimed duit naiture wfas 
gentle,'* he Beys. "Surplus animals tend to be removed as 
ruthlessly as necessary, whether it is by starvation or mme 
other cause." 

He sayr experience has shown wdnter feeding prograins do 
more haiti^ than good. 

‘Tf WT^r feeding is fidtiated only after evidence of 
starvodon is found, such ptt^ams usually have the surprising 
result eff hastening the death of the anemads that were supposed 
to be saved. And if such progrann are run on a long-term 
basis, they generaQy create more problems than they sdve," 
he says. r
